The seamen ffom Red China 
earlier in the day had sailed 
their 25-ton FBI armed landin,^ 
boat to Matsu. off the Chinese 
mainland,

shipboard 
mutiny in which seven of the 25 
men aboard were killed. The 
defectors said four of the dead 
also wanted to defect. 


The sailors, who were wel- 
comed by the Taiwan govern- 
ment, had proudly displayed a 
safe-conduct card dropped over 
the China mainland by Nationa- 
list planes.

subway-bus strike which has 
defied

for 10 days. 
Sullen millions battled again to 
get to work.

Industry Association said, the 
strike had imposed the greatest

The strike almost seemed to 
have acquired a life of its own, 
independent of the will of the 
principal. The day's forthcom- 
ing events could lead to a 
stiffening of positions, making 
settlement more remote.

and told Hanoi to stick by its 
guns.

full text of Shelepin's speech at' 
Hanoi Sunday nifl^t. 


•The fact is that the United 
States, while publicizing its so- 
called peace initiative, keeps on 
increasing the number of its

Nam." Shelepin said. 


"Instead of ceasing uncondi- 


tionally the bombing and other 
aggressive 
actions 
(against 
North Viet Nam)," he added, 
"The United States threatens 
further escalation of the war . 
. and the intensification of air 
raids,'* in the north. 


Shelepin adopted the attitude 
of his North Vietnamese hosts 
by ignoring the U.S. bombing 
lull that began Christmas Eve 
and

Murray said there is tremen­ 
dous potential in the U.P. in 
the

Robert Tabor, of Cleveland- 
Cliffs Iron Co., said CCI has 
divergent interests in the forest 
products survey and that “in 
our best interests we must fol­ 
low our own program.” How­ 
ever, an adjustment in the pro­ 
cedure is expected to be made 
to embrace the overall picture. 


Hoholik’s Report 
Hoholik recalled how a year 
ago in Detroit Operation Action 
sought to raise $100,000 for a 
four-year period, and that ex­ 
penditures the past year came 
to around $26,000. 


“We’ll have to reactivate our 
finances,’ he said. “We have to 
have a bigger budget for 1966, 
and must give some thought to 
increasing the salary of our 
executive manager (William F. 
Wilson, Marquette). 


Murray said the agency ap­ 
pears to be “in a tight budget,” 
and that it should enlarge, or 
get a year ahead on its fi­ 
nances to make the program 
“more realistic.” 


How Universities Feel 
How the universities and col­ 
leges of Michigan feel about 
aiding a region was expressed 
by representatives of the in­ 
stitutions. 


Dr. Robert Williams, dean of 
admissions. University of Mich­ 
igan. Ann Arbor, said “we 
recognize that we (educational 
institutions) prosper when you 
(busijiess and industry) pros­ 
per, and we want to be as 
helpful as we can.” 


N. P. (Pat) Ralston, director 
of the Michigan State Univer­ 
sity Cooperative E x t e n s i o n 
Service, East Lansing, said the 
educational institutions need to 
develop all people, not just 
I those able to go to school. “This 
; is a continuing education idea,” 
j he said, “and through this pro­ 
gram of education we can help 
Operation Action.” 


Money Needed 
Harden said he felt there 
.should be improved communi­ 
cations between research pro­ 
grams as needed in Michigan. 


Dr. Hamilton Stilwell, assis­ 
tant to the president of Wayne 


j Stale University, Detroit, said 
he was sure Wayne will coop­ 
erate in any program and cited 
the Technical Services Act of

Dr. Edward Williams, vice 
j p r e -s i d e n t for development, 
I Michigan Tech, Houghton, said 


j Tech is awai*e of the univer- 


sity’s “broad obligations to the 
people,” and that Tech ought 
to have special capabilities be­ 
cause of its specialized type of 
instruction. 


“Northern M i c h i g a n and 
Tech together have the best 
record in the U.S. on the utili­ 
zation of the Manpower De­ 
velopment and Training Act,” 
he asserted. 


Cisler Questions 
Williams said there is a bud­ 
getary problem, however, and 
that the group ought to “play 
UPCAP’s game (of getting fed­ 
eral funds).” (UPCAP is the 
Upper Peninsula Committee for 
Area Progress, headquartered 
in Eiscanaba.) 


Cisler posed some problems 
and questions for the educators; 


“What is occurring in the 
U.P. in support of federal pro­ 
grams and what are the uni­ 
versity and Operation Action 
roles?” 


“What is the improvement in 
the economic level of the U.P.

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Only one Upper Peninsula 
school district has teachers’ 
salaries which approximate the 
statewide median, the Michigan 
Education Association teachers 
noted in asking for a higher 
starting salary for teachers with 
a bachelor’s degree. 


Meeting in Negaunee on Sat­ 
urday, the U.P. finance and 
salary conference of the MEA 
adopted a motion: 


“We 
recommend 
that 
all 
teachers in the Upper Peninsula 
strive for a $5,600 minimum 
salary 
for 
bachelor’s degree 
with no experience for 1966-67 
school year, and the utilization 
of an index plan for salary 
scheduling.” 


The educators were urged to 
return to their school districts 
and study and help develop 
sound salary schedules neces­ 
sary for maintaining and im­ 
proving a good local school 
program. 


Below State Level 
White Pine has the distinc­ 
tion of being the only school 
district in Upper Michigan that 
has teachers’ salaries which ap­ 
proximate the statewide median 
it was revealed at the school 
finance workshop. 


The present salary schedule 
median for the state is $5,165 
to $8,042 w'ith a bachelor’s de­ 
gree and $5,543 to $8,666 with a 
master’s degree. White Pine of­ 
fers $5,050 to $8,383 with a 
bachelor’s degree and $5,555 to 
$8,888 with a master’s degree. 


Kai Erickson, East Lan.smg, 
salary consultant for the MEA, 
indicated that competition for 
teachers will be very keen this 
spring 
and 
few 
beginning 
teachers will be signing con­ 
tracts 
for 
less 
than $5,200. 
Heavy recruiting from other 
slates and also from private in­ 
dustry place the teacher situa­ 
tion in Michigan in a serious 
position, Erickson said.

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Calendars Again 


We’i*e coming" out of the calendar season. A few 
still arrive in tlie mail, but this may be only because of 
delays, like tlie sort of delivery that brings Clnnstmas 
greetings with the Easter eggs. 


The calendar season lias been a pretty j*otKl one. We 
got the usual run of small efforts from the people try­ 
ing to save a buck and some whopoers like the one from 
Harrah’s, the gambling casino at Reno and Lake Talioe. 
which cost a buck to mail. It pictures an entertainment 
star on each sheet and, oddly, tliere are onl\ two gals 
and 10 fellas. 


The City of Escanaba nut out a calendar wliich 
makes the city council and officials look like statesmen 
and the city emnloyes like “come as vou are.” Short 
on fiscal data and long on pictures, it lists all the major 
activities on the cit'-’s program.

“Calendar art” means the worst in art—garish, 
shallow' in theme, elementary in technique—-but actually 
some very fine art wwk is done for calendars. Some of 
the w’ater color reproductions find their w^ay into frames 
for keening and improved color press printing gives 
calendars much more sophistication than they used to 
have. 


The calendar business is a whopper. Brown &. Bige­ 
low. St. Paul, the world’s largest calendar makers, turn 
out 60 million a year. The firm stai’ted in 1896. Tlie com­ 
mercial calendar is said by National Geographic to have 
been started by Edmund Osborne and Thomas Mui*phy, 
w'ho ran a weekly newspaper in Red Oak, low^a. Tliey 
couldn’t afford a woodcut of the new courthouse to print 
in their w-eekly in 1888. so they got 22 businessmen to 
sponsor ads printed about a picture of the courthouse 
on a wall calendar. They made $300 on the deal and that 
was so much more than they were making with their 
new'spaper that they went into the calendar business 
and in a few^ years were paying thousands of dollars 
for a calendar painting. 


America has survived the brewery calendars of the 
pre-prohibition era, w'hich had a buxum, full.v-dressed 
w^oman sitting on a tray with a clutch of beer bottles 
and a box of cigai's. It was the brewery idea of a male 
bash. pre-Volstead. 


The country has survived the Gibson Gii’ls. the 
Christy Girls, John Held’s flappers, the Petti girls, the 
Varga girls and the Playboy girls. Pretty girls became 
calendar lures in America as early as 1903, but sur­ 
prisingly the popularity of girlie calendars has declined 
in the recent years. 


Biggest call now^ is for practical calendars, espec­ 
ially those with room for w’riting reminders like: “Take 
Elsie and her buck teeth to the dentist,” “Write mother 
Tm sick, or she’ll be coming for a visit,*' “Return the 
lawruTiower before snmmer’s over.” etc.

Calendars today catch the eye with their size, their 
utility (large numbers and waiting space for reminders), 
and the excellence of their print quality and illustra­ 
tion. When this century w^as young the calendar was 
new’ and regarded by small boys, at least, as something 
from Tiffany’s. 


It was very apt to be printed in primary colors, to 
be heavily enciusted with glitter (w'omen didn’t w’ear 
It on their eyelids then) and it often had a paper pocket 
at the bottom to hold the family comb or the family 
toothbrush, because it was often hung over the family 
wash stand. 


A fa v o i^ theme was a mill witli the w'ater pounng 
over its wheel in a cascade of tinsel and many calendars 
w’ere printed on a press that gave them a shallow' third 
dimension in an earlv effort at depth illusion. 


During the holidays boys ran from store to store 
asking for a calendar for the new' year. Giwery stores 
w’ere the most generous with calendai*s but they didn’t 
usually give very large ones. Banks gave the best but 
it was about as easy for a youthful calendar collector 
to get one as to get unrestricted access to the vault.

A modest planting program 
was accomplished on both the 
Michigamme and

River State forests by forester« 
Rose and Wallace, respective- 
ly. A total of 425 acres were 
planted — 170,000 red pine on 
each area. 


In addition to the planting, 
174 acres were seeded on the 
Michigamme to red and jack 
pine. Dissemination of the seed 
was accmnplished on top of 
the snow in late March with 
the aid of a snow toboggan. 
Seeding has not always pro\ en 
successful, 
but 
neither 
has 
planting always been saiccess- 
ful, and we would like to con­ 
tinue our attempt to find out 
more about seeding techniques 
because it has some advantages 
over planting as a means of re­ 
forestation. 


Pruning of 78 acres of red 
and white pine was done in 
cooperative 
effort 
with the 
Michigan Department of Agri­ 
culture. 


Fifty-eight 
acres 
of 
non­ 
commercial hai-dwood has been 
thinned. Prospects are encour­ 
aged for further 
accomplish­ 
ment of additional hardwood 
thinning on a commerical basis 
because 
of the 
market 
for 
chenUcal wood, and the devel­ 
opment and use of new ma­ 
chinery which appears to make 
this economically feasible. 


Other Permits 


Beside' timber permits, per­ 
mits were issued for other pur­ 
poses, some for sand and grav­ 
el. some for free timber, graz­ 
ing. road access and es>tablish- 
ment of dumping ground«. A 
total of 78 pemiits of these 


kinds were isisucd. 


Not all of our 
efforts 
are 
directed at stat« land. Assis­ 
tance to private 
forest 
land 
owners 
is 
always 
available 
from the area foresters. The 
nature of the assistance varies 
depending on the need, but 
help was provided during tlie 
first half of the present fiscal 
year to 24 
owners 
on 1.712 
acres of land. 


Prequontly. the request is 
for assistance in a plan for 
harvest of the mature timber. 
Sometimes help is requested in 
thinning an immature stand of 
hardwoods. Some of thcise re­ 
quests originate as a result of 
A. C. P. assi.stance to private 
land owners. Some are related 
to the Farm Home Administra­ 
tion. 


Because 
adnunistration 
of 
the Commercial Forest Reserve 
Act is a function of the For­ 
estry Division, 
the five area 
foresters issued 160 commer­ 
cial forest reserve timber per­ 
mits for removal of timber on 
private land listed under the 
act.

der, found the bloody print of 
a bare foot on the victim’s

at the scene of the ciime. 


Similar use has been made, 
more often, of palm prints. And 
most often, of course, of fin­ 
gerprints. What all three have 
in common is a highly individ­ 
ual set of markings, made by 
the pressure ridges that cor­ 
rugate the skin. 


There is nothing new, at least 
with regard to fingerprint.«?, in 
the realization that the mark­ 
ings are distinctive. 
Various 
peoples of the world probably 
knew this even before the time 
of Christ.

What is new is the develop­ 
ment of classification systems 
that make fingerprints easy to 
compare. 
This 
development, 
along with improved techni­ 
ques for obtaining prints, has 
made fingerprinting a preferred 
method 
of identification all 
over the world. 


Is there any chance that two 
people will have the same fin­ 
gerprint pattern? One scholar 
calculated 
that 
duplication 
would occur once in 84 billion 
prints. 


But later studies call that far 
too cautious. Recently a fin­ 
gerprint expert estimated that 
duplication is not likely to oc- 
c'ur in 10.000 years. Up to no\v, 
of course, not a single dupli­ 
cation has ever been found.

Besides the virtue of individ­ 
uality. prints also have the vir­ 
tue of permanence. A person’s 
print pattern :s fully formed 
three months before his birth 
(Mark Twain called it a “natal 
autograph” ), and remain.^ un­ 
changed until after his death. 
Although the print may vary in 
size, just as the person does, 
the pattern 
itself stays the 
same always. 


So 
sophisticated is 
finger­ 
printing today that even a part 
of a print may be enough to 
establish an identification. As 
a rule, experts figui*e it is suf­ 
ficient if the suspect’s prints 
and the incriminating prints 
are alike at 12 points of the 
pattern. 


But if they should differ at 
even a single point, then the 
message is equally clear: 


This is positively not the 
right man.

Industries Worry

WASHINGTON — (NEA) — 
In recent talks, business lead­ 
ers in some major sections of 
U. S. industry told me they 
feared they had grown danger­ 
ously dependent on

States sold 80 per cent or more 
of what they produced to the 
Defense Department even be­ 
fore the Viet Nam buiJd-up. 


Many aerospace firms, like- 
v/ise, have been in a tight rela- 
tion.ship with the Pentagon for 
some time.

The difficult

men worry about 
may come 
wlien the war Ls over. If tho 
U. S. strategic build-up stabili­ 
zes at about the same time, de­ 
fense spending will drop. The 
problem is that the dependence 
of many of these firms on gov­ 
ernment contracts has continu­ 
ed for too many years.

“We 
requested grain to feed the live­ 
stock during the winter months 
when our pastures are covered 
with snow,” he added.

Romney said his request was 
made on the recommendation 
of relief by the United States 
Department of Agriculture Dis* 
aster Committee and the Mich­ 
igan Department of Agriculture.

WASHINGTON (UPI) -P re s­ 
ident Johnson's chanccs for a 
relaxed and politically prosper­ 
ous 1966 are linked inextricably 
to Viet Nam. But even an end 
to the war would leave him 
with a basketful of problems «t 
home and abroad. 


They range from the Domini­ 
can Republic, where 6.500 U.S. 
troops are tied down by the 
threat of renewed fighting, to 
imouldering 
complaints 
by 
some Negro leaders and others 
that 
the 
administration 
is 
defaulting In the civil rights 
field.

PakisUn conflict, West Germa­ 
ny’s bid for a role in NATO’s 
nuclear defenses, the danger 
that Rhodesia may trigger a 
black'White upheaval in Africa, 
how 
to 
walk 
the 
narrow

prosperity 
and inflation and where the 
"Great 
Society’* 
goe« 
from 
here. 


Soberhiff Ftcts 


But 
overshadowing 
these 
issues, some of which would be 
consklered 
crises 
in 
less 
troubled times, is the war in 
Vicft Nam and the danger it 
could plunge the United States 
into • military confrontation 
with China on tht mainland of 
Alia. 


Thcte cobering facts emerged 
from a survey made by a

UPI

ahead.

Troctors Will 
Increase In State 


High powered tractors, with 
plenty of accessaries for com­ 
fort, convenience and ease of 
operation, will increase drama­ 
tically 
in 
Michigan 
in 
the 
years ahead. 


“Researchers 
estimate that 
by 1980 there will be at least 
3,500 tractors in Michigan over 
100-horsepower in size,” 
re­ 
ports Dr. Carl W. Hall, chair­ 
man of Michigan State Univer­ 
sity’s Department of Agricul­ 
tural Engineering. “TTiere are 
only about 20 of these tractors 
in Michigan today.” 


Dr. Hall cited 
several 
re­ 
search developments completed 
or in progress which will make 
“large and larger tractors feas­ 
ible and economical.” Theae in­ 
clude higher compression ratio 
of the engine, power ateerinc, 
improved seating,
